Use an auto mechanic's feeler gauge to restore the proper clearances 
to shorted or bent plates. A gauge leaf, or a combination of gauge leaves will 
correspond to the normal plate clearance. To restore parallelism, just insert 
the leaf (or leaves) between the out of true plates and slide the gauge back and 
forth.

Cosmos 18, Russian satellite launched May 24 of this year, is in a 150 
mile orbit and is transmitting on 19.996 mc. 

A UHF command receiver dropped 250,000 feet from a high altitude rocket, 
suffered only minor physical damage. The superhetrodyne receiver continued 
to operate satisfactorily on 2 of its 4 channels. The radio was a Model 
R-420, manufactured by Advanced Communication Co. of Chatsworth, Calif. 
The Soviet Union has admitted loss of contact with its Mars-1 probe on 
March 21. All attempts to re-establish contact have failed to date. Mars-] 
was to arrive in the vicinity of the planet Mars about June 19. 

In keeping with the general speed-up of things electronic, Westinghouse has 
announced a device which, by the use of a photographic typesetting machine 
will place lines, symbols and words on a photo film. It is estimated that 
this device will reduce by 75% the hand drafting of wiring diagrams.
